When we consider that one third of 
the white voters of Breathitt county 
are nnable to read or write, we won- 
der, liae other* why were not mis- 
sionaries sent there long ago. That 
oonnty has always had a deficit i n 
ita account with the state. Out of 
tifty-one felony oases on the docket at 
a single term of court there was not 
one conviotion. There 
some convictions sinoe the preaent 
governor went into office but he has 
granted pardons in twenty-eight 
cases. These statistics apply to the 
white population so it must be a par- 
adise for what negroes may be there. 
.No lynchings ever are reported from 
Breathitt, the whites are too busy 
settling their own grudges and enmi- 
ties. The schoolmaster is not abroad 
in that county and it is hard to civil- 
ise people without school houses. 
The courts have hitherto encouraged 
lawlessness by failing to punish. There 
are twelve counties in this state 
without a newspaper and without 
ijchoolhouses enough "to say so. 
■Sfon cannot get flgs from thistles. The 
Democratic papers are laying every- 
thing at the Republican s loor, in the 
great Goebel— Taylor contest. We only 
wish to remind them of one glaring, 
head-light fact. Taylor was elected 
Governor of Kentucky by the voice 
of the people.

But these adolescent 
son are not to be compared with the 
graces of the heart for which the 
Lord first makes his quest. David 
breathes deeply the theocratic spirit. 
He loves God supremely. His foremost 
purpose i« to be loyal and dutiful to 
Jehovah, and loving and helpful 
his fellows. In this he is a man 
ter God's heart. This constitutes 
his singular adaptation 
ratic kingship.a position sui generis 
in history. 

As David entered the banquet-room, 
Samuel's holy mentor says in the pro 
pnet's heart, "Dp!" "Anoint! ' In 
a moment the beaten and fragrant 
oil of the tabernacle is glittering up- 
on those golden locks. Possibly no one 
in the company, save the prophet, 
understands the significance of the 
scene. A royal destiny for a shepherd- 
boy who could divine it? fo.after this 
episode the feast goes on and perhaps 
the lad. not having been "sanctified'' 
for the feast, goes back to the sheep. 

But David must know the meaning 
of tne prophet s enigmatical act. It 
slowly dawns upon his illuminated con- 
sciousness. Preparation for his high call 
ing keeps pace with his ever increas 
ing knowledge of the claims and du 
ties of that calling. There is a progres- 
sive occupation and enlightment of 
his inner life by the Spirit. 

It matters little whether this divine 
culture of the young king was mediate 
or immediate. Samuel may have been 
his mentor as he was Saul's. The 
Bethlehemite lad may have made 
frequent pilgrimages to Ramah ; or, 
like Saul, he may have taken a course 
in one of the divinity schools. The*, 
mediate methods, however, are in no 
way inimical to the immediate influ- 
ence of the Spirit of the Lord which 
came upon David at the time of his 
anointing from that day forward. 

However that may be when the hour 
of coronation came, the kingly office 
was matched by a kingly character. 
The manifold and imperative exac- 
tions of a position which has no pre- 
cise parallel in history, were met by a 
versatile character, developed and in- 
ured to meet those exactions. David 
could botn compose battle -ny inns for 
bis army and in person lead to bat- 
tle. He could both make law and ad 
minister it. He could maintain the 
delicate equilibrium between the re- 
cluse and man of affairs. With a 
master hand he changed the whole 
faoe of Hebrew history. Samuel's 
anointing of David was the last offi- 
cial act, the golden climax of a long, 
useful, and honorable career.

Samuel's grief for Saul was evi- 



dead. Though ne did not visit nim, 
he bitterly lamented his downfall. 
But her.- was a boundary beyond 
which tnis grief was improper. That 
limit was the point at which it dis- 
qualified him for obedience to God 
and service to his country in finding 
a suooeesor to the fallen monarch. 
Grief is natural, it is even honorable; 
but there is always a point at which 
a halt mnst be called to it. Tfcat 
point is where it begins to dijqualify 
one for the evident duties of life. 
The enre of grief is here indicated 
Submission ! I have rejected him. 
Work t Pill thine horn and go. 
Hope : I have provided a king. 
Dr. Trumbull, the versatile editor 
of the Sunday-school Times, carries 
his proposition. "A lie never justifia- 
far as to inhibit military 
maneuvers in war. Iam not eertait 
how he treats the incident under con- 
sideration. I should think it would 
be enough to wreck his well-m»ant 
but over strained theory, ir the sacri- 
fice proposed was a mere pretended 
affair, a hollow form, engaged iu a 
perfunctory way. and for the purpose 
of blinding Saul, it would be open to 
criticism. But Samuel could and did 
enter into this ss 
sacrifice as devoutly ana earnstly as 
if he had had no additional purpose. 
It was concealment, not deception. 

However, the Bible does not stand 
or fall by the answer to the ques- 
tion whether on this occasion Samuel 
made pretense of a sacrifice or not. The 
Scripture narrative is not the portrayal 
y perfect characters, but rath- 
er of the genesis and evolution of 
ce in man. What the uieu of 
one era can do conscientiously, the 
men of later ought not to be able to 
do. The standarus of one age can not 
be those of anotner. 
Blocd will tel.. The king-elect had an 
untarnished train of noble 
He inherited the princely integrity or 
Boaz and the devoted fidelty of Ruth. 

Yet David's aptitude for a kingship 
did not show in his phvsical appear- 
ance. Samuel would not have elected 
him at eight. As Lincoln passed 
through a throng a spectator said 
He's a dreadful common- lis, king 
lan. " The President, over hearing 
the remark, turned and said, good 
turedly, It "only shows how well the 
Lord likes common folks, that he 
has made so many of us tbat way. ! 
Moral qualities are more important 
than physical. 

Youth is no bar in the Lord's ser- 
vice. David called at seventeen. 
Samuel at twelve. Polycaip was con- 
vened at nine. Matthew Henry at ele- 
President Edwards at eleven, 
Roliert Hall at twelve. Iaaac Watts at 
nine. Great are the gains to the indi- 
vidual, the church, the world, of 
early piety. 

The hero-life of David gives the lie 
the iterated accusation that the reli- 
gious character is a spiritless and 
te type It shows religion 
compatible with conrag*, intrepidity, 
and clear grit. Yet fervent piety 
cvertops David s other traits. The 
elements of his character are trans 
fused with faith and pra\er and psal- 
mody. 

There are no human gauges to 
measure the inspirational force of 
such a life. While it 
of youth.it will also 
Hon of its noblest traits. It is a 
voice crying,
